Bur if the Spaniards perſiſt ſtill in refuſing this Propoſal, the 
ſecond Equivalent whereunto his Moſt Chriſtian Majeſty can con- 


ſent, will be Dixmmde and Courtray,with their Dependencies ; of 


which however the Town of Deinſe and its Dependence ( al- 
though one of the Diſtricts which compole the Chaſtellenie of 
Courtray) ſhall remain ro Spain: The Fortifications of Dixnmde 
and Courtray to be demoliſhed, as allo the Citadel of Conrtray,in 
{uch manner as oncly to leave a Wall to incloſe them, for the 
ſecurity of the Manufactures and Commerce of thoſe two Cities. 
Further, The Villages belonging to the Chaſtellenie of Aeth, 
which having been annexed to the Government of Towurnay, have 
been with the Moſt Chriftian King's conſent dilmembred by the 
Treaty of Nimegnen, that there might be no delay ro the re-eſta- 
bliſhing ofa Peace. Beaumont and Bouvines, with the Villages 


and Places which depend on them, of which there remain not a- 
bove

vove Four or Five, whereof the Moſt Chriſtian King hath not al- 
ready taken polleflion. Laſilv, Chimay, withies De pendcnec. 

And as by means of this Accommodation, there will remain 
for the future no cauſe of a Rupture, becauſe all the Pretenſj- 
ons on both ſides will be reduced tolety ro what each Party 
hath been in poſieſiion of for above a Year, without any other 
change than what this Equivalent 1s to contain , there will be 
no difficulry to maintain that Tran quillity 1n the Ken wv Countrics, 
which the Neighbouring Princes and States do dcitre. 

But 1f the Catholique King defirc rather ro give an Equiva- 
jent in Catalonia , or 1n Lrwvarre, his Moſt Chriſti, an Majefl y 
wilt be content, as to the firſt, with chat part of the County ot 
Cerdagne which the Crown or Spain now has, whereof Puycer dn. 
now entirely demgliſhed, 1s a part, with the Sez d"Orgell, 
Cainprede, and with Caſtelfaillire, and _ Dependencies. Or. 
clic with Roſe, Gironne, and Cap de Oruier 

And as to the Frontiers of Navarre, Kee Papelune and Fon- 
tarabie, and their Dependencics, 

Theſe are the Conditions upon which a good and ſure 
Peace may be again eftablithed before the end of the Year : and 
that no caute may remain to diſturb 1t in the Empire, his Mof? 


Chriſtian Majeſty declares , That provided the Emperour and 


the Dyect at R atzshanne accept, within the ſame Term, the 'Truce 
that hath been offered, either for Thirty, Twenty five, or even 
Twenty years, his Moſt Chriſtian Majeſty will again empower 
the Sicur Yerjxs to Conclude it 3 and will conſent, Fhar all the 
Princes and States of Exrope be Guarantees of both Treaties, 

But if ſome of theſe Propoſals, the Choice whereof is left to 
the Catholique King, be not accepted before the end of this 
Year, and the Poſſeſſion delivered up to the Moſt Chriſtian K ing 
of thoſe Places which he offers to take for an Equivalent , His 
Moſt Chriſtian Majeſty not onely pretends to be no longer obliged 
to ſtand to theſe Conditions, but even thinks, he ſhall have 
great reaſon to'procure himſclt Satisfaction for thoſe extraordi- 
nary Expences he ſhall be forced to be atin taking poſſeſſion of 
what belongs to him ; and that all the Miſchiets of a War be- 
gun by Spaiz, after they had refuſed al] means of an Accom- 
modation, can be imputed to none but them, and the Support 
given _ by their Allies. 
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
